OUR  GUEST  PREACHER 

Dr.  Felix  Levy  who  will  occupy  our  pulpit 
on  Friday  evening,  December  22nd,  is,  as  a 
human  being,  one  of  the  most  colorful;  as  a 
rabbi,  one  of  the  most  admirably  equipped 
in  the  American  Jewish  ministry.  A  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Hebrew  Union  College  of  Cincinnati, 
he  has  for  years  served  with  distinction  as 
the  rabbi  of  Temple  Emanuel  of  Chicago.  A 
reformist  rabbi,  he  was  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  traditionalist  movement  among  his 
colleagues.  Elected  President  of  the  Central 
Conference  of  American  Rabbis  several  years 
ago,  he  inspired  and  directed  the  revision  of 
Reformist  philosophy  and  practice  in  the 
direction  of  a  more  pronounced  affirmation 
of  traditional  Jewish  values. 

A  tie  between  our  congregation  and  him 
exists  in  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Nathaniel  E.  Hess 
who  is  active  in  the  affairs  of  our  congrega¬ 
tion  is  his  daughter.
